Tracking down a scandal — 


In the spring of 1967 an irate tax- 
payer in the suburban Veterans Park 
District complained to Daily News re- 

orter Frank Maier that he had been 
denied access. to the district’s public 
records. Thereupon began an investi- 
gation that culminated last week in 
the indictment of six district officials 
and one other man on charges ranging 
from grand theft to official misconduct. 

An indictment is not a conviction, and 
the guilt or innocence of the particu- 
Jar persons charged remains for the 
‘courts to determine. But from the facts 
dug up by Maier in co-operation, at 
tone point, with the Better Government 
Assn., and on the basis of a 12-month 
investigation by the financial crimes 
. section of the state's attorney's office, 
an ugly picture of corruption emerges. 
Approximately a half million dollars 
of taxpayers! money has vanished 
from the district's coffers since 1960. 
The indictment alleges that certain 
elected. and appointive officials .used 
the missing funds for such diverse 
fpurposes as paying off a gambling 
idebt, buying luxury cars and color 
¡television sets, and s settling bills for 
"real estate Landi income taxes. 


The diligence of the little-known fi-' 


nancial crimes section in reconstruct 
ing the district’s tangled affairs merits 
special praise. As for our own role, 
one of the principal responsibilities of 
a free and independent press is to 
expose those who abuse positions of 
public trust. A tip from a reader who 
suspects something fishy in high places 
or who is denied access to public rec- 
ords is sometimes all that is neces- 
sary to set into motion an investigation 
such as The Daily News undertook, 
in this case. i 

It is of. more than asse interest 
that when the inquiry began, the Vet- 
erans Park District—which embraces 
Melrose Park, Northlake, Franklin 
Park, River Grove and Berkeley— 
was one of 81 Suburban park districts 
that failed te comply with the-law re- 
quiring their respective treasurers to 
püblish annual, financial reports.
